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Claim 21 . (new): The method of claim 1 additionally comprising the step of automatically 
generating by a computer a graph comprising each of the images. 

Claim 22. (new): The method of claim 21 wherein a position of each of the images on the graph is 
determined by the corresponding percentage generated in the tabulating step. 

Claim 23. (new): The method of claim 4 further comprising the step of generating by a computer a 
graph or grid comprising at least one image from the presentation. 

Claim 24. (new): The method of claim 23 wherein characteristics of the at least one image are 
determined by results of the tabulating step. 

Claim 25. (new): The system of claim 1 1 further comprising a computer for automatically 
generating a graph comprising each of the images. 

Claim 26. (new): The system of claim 25 wherein a position of each of the images on the graph is 
determined by the corresponding percentage generated by the tabulating means. 

Claim 27. (new): The system of claim 14 further comprising a computer for generating a graph or 
grid comprising at least one image from the presentation. 

Claim 28. (new): The system of claim 27 wherein characteristics of the at least one image are 
determined by results generated by the tabulating means. 
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
